Our  Peach,  Apple,  Pear,  Plum,  Cherry, 
Grape,  Berryplant,  Shade,  Rose  and  Shrub  stocks  are  each  equal  to  the  best 
we  have  ever  grown  and  our  Evergreen  plantings  have  increased  from  year 
to  year  until  we  now  show  one  of  the  best  assortments  of  home  grown 
ornamental  Evergreens  in  the  state. 

Our  plan  of  selling  direct  to  the  planter  is  a price  maker  and  a money 
saver.  If  you  buy  from  an  agent,  he  will  get  as  his  commission  one-fourth 
to  one-half  of  all  you  pay.  The  balance  goes  to  the  nursery  for  your  trees. 
We  have  no  agents.  This  little  folder  is  our  only  traveling  salesman.  A 
comparison  of  our  prices  with  those  of  any  reputable  nursery,  selling 
through  agents  will  show  you  the  saving. 

The  maintenance  of  our  present  scale  of  prices  depends  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  stock  in  moderate  quantities,  and  upon  selling  off  close  each 
season  with  as  little  waste  as  possible.  We  hope  to  have  sold  most  every- 
thing before  the  spring  planting  season  ends,  hence  we  urge  our  friends  to 
place  orders  early  while  the  stock  is  unbroken. 

Twenty-seven  years  experience  at  Noble  in  south  central  Oklahoma, 
demonstrate  fully  that  in  the  production  of  high  class  nursery  stock,  our 
soil  and  climate  are  unsurpassed.  You  cannot  buy  better  trees  than  ours, 
no  matter  what  you  pay.  Practically  everything  we  offer  is  grown  here 
and  may  be  seen  in  our  own  prairie,  upland  fields.  A few  items  are  grown 
for  us  elsewhere  or  bought  from  other  nurserymen  as  needed. 

We  do  not  irrigate.  Varieties  that  we  cannot  grow  a year  or  two  with- 
out irrigation  are  passed  up  as  unfit  to  recommend  for  general  planting. 

We  guarantee  every  plant  we  sell  true  to  name  or  description  and  to 
reach  you  in  growing  condition,  but  assume  no  liability  beyond  the  price 
paid,  nor  for  loss  from  causes  over  which  we  have  no  control. 

Half  dozen  at  dozen  rates,  twenty-five  or  more  at  hundred  rates,  and 
may  be  assorted  5 of  a kind.  Three  hundred  and  up  at  thousand  rates. 
Berries  and  grapes  are  tied  twenty-five  in  a bunch  and  should  be  taken  in 
unbroken  bunches  to  go  at  hundred  rates.  Long  lists  calling  for  1 or  2 of 
a kind  will  be  charged  at  each  rates,  except  that  roses  and  shrubs  may  be 
one  of  a kind,  at  dozen  rates. 

Prices  do  not  include  postage.  If  you  wish  shipment  by  parcel  post  al- 
low a little  for  that.  Plants,  vines  and  small  trees  go  by  post  cheaply  in 
moderate  quantities.  Not  to  exceed  a dozen  4 to  5 ft.  trees  may  be  cut 
back  to  make  a package  within  the  postal  limits. 

Our  nursery  has  passed  official  inspection  every  summer  since  1905. 
Under  the  law  no  nursery  can  do  business  in  Oklahoma  without  inspection 
and  every  shipment  must  carry  a copy  of  the  current  year’s  health  certifi- 
cate.

These  can  be  controlled  by  clean 
cultivation  and  by  washing  the  bodies  and  larger 
branches  every  3 or  4 weeks  in  spring  and  summer, 
with  lye  water,  strength  1 can  concentrated  lye  to  6 
gallons.  This  treatment  will  be  found  beneficial  to 
all  kinds  of  trees.

GRAPES — No  fruit  gives  quicker  or 
surer  results.  The  old  idea  of  taking  three 
years  to  establish  a vineyard  is  a back 
number.  If  you  make  your  trellis  when 
you  set  the  plants,  cultivate  well  and  get 
your  vines  running  and  climbing  by  the 
middle  of  the  first  summer,  you  can  gather 
half  to  a full  crop  of  grapes  the  second. 

Grape  vines  correctly  pruned  every  winter  keep 
renewing  themselves  and  remain  in  good  vigor  and 
bearing  after  20  to  40  years.  Spraying  with  stand- 
ard Bordeaux  4-4-50  when  fruit  is  half  grown  de- 
stroys brown  rot  and  does  the  vines  a lot  of  good.

PAPER  SHELL  PECANS— Pecan  culture 
is  attracting  considerable  attention  in  Okla- 
homa. The  quickest  results  are  obtained 
by  top  budding  young  native  trees  where 
they  stand  in  fields  and  partly  cleared  land. 
Native  trees  are  not  everywhere  available, 
so  planting  becomes  necessary. 

To  transplant  pecans  successfully  the  roots  must 
be  kept  absolutely  protected  from  drying-  while  out  of 
the  ground,  then  after  being  planted  as  deep  as  they 
stood  in  the  nursery  they  require  careful  gardenlike 
cultivation  for  two  summers.

Herscher  Pecan — A few  years  ago  we  got 
bud  wood  of  a pecan  called  Herscher.  The 
trees  began  bearing  very  young  and  have 
never  missed  a crop.  Several  of  them  have 
produced  from  a quart  to  a half  bushel 
each  of  the  highest  quality  thin  shell  nuts, 
while  older  trees  of  the  southern  varieties 
in  the  same  grove  have  given  nothing,  or 
an  occasional  nut  or  two.  We  are  unable  to 
find  any  authorized  variety  by  this  name. 
The  nut  is  similar  to  Halbert  and  may  be 
that  sort  under  a new  name,  though  there 
has  been  some  reason  for  doubt  about  this. 

From  this  high  producing  stock  we  have 
grafted  a few  hundred  1-year  trees  which 
we  offer  at  $1.50  each  for  1 to  2 ft.  tops. 
Call  for  Herscher.  No  matter  about  the 
name;  it’s  the  NUT  that  counts.

Pecan  Seedlings — Some  have  suggested 
planting  the  nuts  where  trees  are  wanted 
in  permanent  groves,  the  seedlings  to  be 
budded  to  desirable  varieties  as  soon  as 
big  enough.  The  difficulty  is  that  mice, 
squirrels  and  crows  are  very  fond  of  the 
sprouting  nuts  and  often  destroy  the  stand. 
For  this  purpose  we  offer  bed  grown,  1 year 
seedlings,  6 to  12  inches  high,  having  much 
more  root  than  top.  They  are  dug  with  all 
the  root,  and  can  be  planted  with  little  or 
no  loss,  or  if  you  want  to  be  very  sure  of  a 
stand,  plant  2 or  3 in  a place  and  use  the 
first  one  that  reaches  budding  size.

EVERGREENS — Our  Evergreens  will  live 
and  grow  for  you  because  we  dig  and  han- 
dle them  right.  All  the  large  sizes  have 
been  transplanted  two  or  more  times  to  de- 
velop the  root  system,  and  are  field  grown 
without  irrigation.  Our  stock  at  present 
consists  of  nearly  40  varieties,  and  we  are 
always  on  the  look-out  for  others  that  will 
thrive  in  this  climate.  We  have  discarded 
several  fine  ones  that  are  too  hard  to  keep 
alive  here  in  August.  We  do  not  attempt 
a complete  descriptive  price  list  of  all  sorts 
we  grow.  The  price  often  depends  as  much 
on  the  quality  and  individuality  of  the  spec- 
imen as  upon  the  size.  A bushy  well  grown 
plant  is  worth  more  than  a taller  poorly 
filled  specimen  of  the  same  variety. 

It  is  desirable  that  you  visit  the  nursery,  select 
your  evergreens  and  have  them  dug  with  balls  of 
earth  and  delivered  into  your  own  conveyance.
